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Buyout of 
crisis-hit 
firm saves 
jobs of 99 

NINETY-NINE jobs have 
been saved at a Halesown 
shop display manufacturer 
after it went into adminis¬ 
tration. 

T&E Ltd, of Mucklow 
Hill, went into administra¬ 
tion in June after the loss of 
a number of export con¬ 
tracts added to its financial 
difficulties in the wake of the 
retail downturn. 

Seven people lost their 
jobs and more workers were 
facing redundancy but 
instead the company has 
been bought by new busi¬ 
ness, called T&E Display. 

The deal has saved the 
jobs of the remaining work¬ 
force who have been trans¬ 
ferred to the new firm, 
which has one director from 
the old company. 

Originally founded in 
1970, T&E is the UK’s 
largest manufacturer of 
floor coverings displays. It 
provides specialist display 
and shop fitting services for 
clients ranging from inde¬ 
pendent retailers and brand 
owners to household names 
such as Dorothy Perkins, 
John Lewis and McDonalds. 

Down the years it has 
carried out the painting 
work to finish the gates at 
Wembley Stadium and on 
furniture in the Big Brother 
house, machined MDF 
Christmas trees for Habitat 
and provided handling 
equipment for antique hang¬ 
ings at Windsor Castle and 
Hampton Court Palace.

She was safely born last Friday weighing 61bs loz in the broken eleva¬ 
tor in the St Giles Court block of flats in Reservoir Road, but had it not 
been for the actions of paramedics it may have been a different story 


Victory after 
plan for pub 
site dropped 

A COMMUNITY in Halesowen is claiming 
victory after controversial plans to convert a 
pub into a convenience store were scrapped 
amid campaigns by hundreds of supporters. 

Almost 700 people signed a petition oppos¬ 
ing Punch Taverns’ proposal to turn The 
Swan in Long Lane into a shop. 

Among the concerns raised were the 
impact on road safety and shopkeepers 
nearby. But the pub chain claimed the site 
was no longer viable and submitted a plan¬ 
ning application to Dudley Council. 

But the pub’s agents, Yorkshire-based 
HTC Architects, withdrew it, with Punch 
Tavern blaming technical issues. The pub 
chain has said it is now reviewing its options. 

Councillor Jeff Hill led the campaign 
against the shop, distributing petition forms 
in the town and forwarding objections to 
council planning officers. 

He said: “I think this shows how effective 
and valuable it is when the public do get 
behind a campaign and voice their views 
across. Often people are sceptical that their 
concerns won’t be listened to - but this 
shows it is not always the case.” 

Under the application, the pub would have 
been replaced with a single-storey conven¬ 
ience store. It would have had a 12-space car 
park and a delivery area. 

Councillor Hill said: “This development 
would not only have a detrimental impact on 
some individuals businesses, but also on the 
whole area.” 


Paramedics Steve Millward, Nigel 
Goodman and Nikki Wildman were called to 
the 9th floor of the flats just before 1pm. 

They decided to take Ella’s mum, 23- 
year-old Melissa Cavanagh and dad, 25- 
year-old Paul Yeomans down in the lift. But 
moments later it broke, trapping them 

Nikki, who has been with the West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service for 15 years, said: 
“When the lift stopped we didn’t think any¬ 
thing of it initially. 

“About 20 minutes later, we were all still 
in the lift when Melissa’s contractions 
started to get a lot closer together. 

“We all looked at each other because we 
knew the baby wasn’t going to wait for the 
lift to be repaired.” 

Despite being cramped and hot, the team 
set to work and delivered the Ella as fire¬ 
fighters worked to open the lift doors. 

Emergency care assistant Nigel Good¬ 
man, who was working with Nikki, added: 
“When it was all over, I remember saying to 
Melissa and Paul that they should call her 
Ella, short for elevator ... and they have!” 

In honour of the paramedics actions, the 
parents thought it only appropriate make 
Ella’s middle name Nicola, after all the 
work that her namesake did to deliver her. 

Story 

On Tuesday, the Melissa and Paul Paul, 
met up with the ambulance crew. 

She said: “Neither of us like lifts at the 
best of times so when it got stuck we pan¬ 
icked. It’s all thanks to Nicola, Steve and 
Nigel as we couldn’t have done it without 
them. ” 

Paul said the name Ella ‘just fits’ and 
added: “She will have a story to tell.” 

The couple already have two daughters, 
Leah, aged four and Tegan, 11 months. 

Melissa was 39 weeks pregnant when her 
labour pains started just after 9am. 

“The pain was getting really bad and I 
knew she wasn’t going to be long,” she said. 

She called partner Paul, who rushed 
home from his job in Birmingham’s Jew¬ 
ellery Quarter.

Company 
will fight 
winding 
up order 

THE Cradley Heath engi¬ 
neering firm - which is 
behind the highly successful 
Stourbridge Parry People 
Mover rail bus - has failed to 
fend off a winding up threat 
over a £70,000 VAT debt. 

But bosses have pledged to 
appeal the High Court deci¬ 
sion, saying they provide a 
vital service to the rail 
industry. 

An insolvency judge 
allowed HM Revenue and 
Customs’ request to close 
down J P M Parry & Associ¬ 
ates. 

Company chairman John 
Parry said the firm, which 
designed the Parry People 
Movers rail cars used on the 
shuttle service between 
Stourbridge Junction and 
Stourbridge Town stations, 
now had seven days to 
appeal the decision. 

Following the decision on 
Monday, he removed his 
shirt in protest at HSBC 
bank, which he said had 
reduced his firm’s overdraft. 

“I was so angry. I asked to 
speak to the court but was 
told I couldn’t. So I removed 
my shirt and asked the 
HMRC barrister to hand it 
to the bank as they seem to 
want to take everything off 
me, he said. 

“We will continue to fight. 
We’re not going away 
quietly. We believe we’re a 
valuable asset to the rail¬ 
ways because of our work 
developing these environ¬ 
mentally friendly People 
Movers.” 

Severe blaze 
wrecks flat 

MORE than 25 firefighters 
tackled a severe blaze at a 
flat in Halesowen. Neigh¬ 
bours broke into the prop¬ 
erty through the front door, 
in Hales Road, but were 
beaten back by the flames. 

They feared the family 
who lived there were inside 
but it was found to be empty 
after searches by fire crews. 

Residents had dashed 
from their flats before crews 
arrived and were outside 
when they heard a bang as 
flames blew out windows on 
Tuesday morning. 

The blaze left the flat 
uninhabitable.

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Safety fear after vandal spray attack 


VANDALS spray-painted more than 
30 lights at a Halesowen car park, 
plunging it into darkness and spark¬ 
ing safety concerns. 

Shoppers using the Maybrook 
House car park,Queensway, were 
shocked to find half of the lights 
blacked out. 

Dudley Metropolitan Borough 
Council, which runs the car park, 
has now cleaned some of the lights 
that were targeted and replaced the 


others. Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for trans¬ 
portation, said: “Everything is now 
back in working order and the car 
park is fully operational. 

“We are keeping a close eye on the 
car park, together with police. 

“Acts of vandalism like this hit 
decent tax payers in the pocket and 
cause disruption for people. “I would 


urge the community to act as the 
eyes and ears to help guard against 
this type of criminal behaviour and 
inform police immediately if they 
see anything suspicious.” 

One Halesowen resident, who 
wished to remain unnamed, had 
driven into the car park to do his 
shopping when he discovered the 
vandalism. 

He said: “It was an absolute mess. 

“All the ceiling lights were black¬ 


ened out by vandals so the whole 
lace was pitch dark. People could 
ave been hurt or mugged and cars 
could have been broken into. 

“It was a complete and utter mess 
and more than anything it was dan¬ 
gerous.” 

The vandals struck on the night of 
June 24. All the lights were either 
cleaned or replaced with 24 hours of 
the incident being reported. 

At no point did the car park close.

THEY say home is where 
the heart is. And that’s cer¬ 
tainly the case for a Dudley 
pensioner who has lived in 
her house for more than 80 
years. 

Annie Johnson, 85, has lived at 
her home on Hawthorne Road for 84 
years, moving in when she was 18 
months old as the youngest of eight 
children. 

Her parents Harry and Rose 
Robins had previously had to cram 
their large family into a two- 
bedroom house closer to the town 
centre, where Cousins Furniture 
now stands. 

She said: “There are too many 
memories here for me to let it go to 
anyone else and I’ll be here until 
they carry me out. 

“It is a good street to live in and 
we’ve got good neighbours.” 

When Mrs Johnson’s family 
moved into their home, she said 
most of the families on the street 
were large, with eight or nine chil¬ 
dren in each house, and she was 
never short of playmates as she grew 
up. 

Skipping 

She added: “There were children 
in every house and we all played 
together in the street with skipping 
ropes and things. 

“Everybody came out of their 
houses and you could play on the 
road. It was very different to today. 
It’s a shame you can’t turn the clock 
back.” 

Mrs Johnson remembers Dudley 
having a market that would stay 
open until 10pm on the weekends 
and a different culture where large 
families shared small homes and 
children were more often born at 
home than in hospital. 

When she left school at the age of 
14, Mrs Johnson worked in a Smeth¬ 
wick factory and then at bed-makers 
Vono. At the age of 20 she married 
Sidney Johnson. Because the family 
house was so small, however, and 
already housed other relatives, 
including her sister, her brother-in- 
law and two children, the newly¬ 
weds had to live apart for about 10 
months before someone moved out 


and there was room for Mr Johnson 
to live with his new wife. Mr 
Johnson passed away 24 years ago. 

Children Patricia Hughes, now 
64, Stephen, 61, and Robert, 57, 
were born there and Mrs Hughes 


lived there with her husband before 
moving to a house of their own on 
nearby Poplar Crescent after their 
son was born. Mrs Johnson who has 
three children, eight grandchildren, 
nine great-grandchildren and four 


great-great-grandchildren added: 
“I’ve always said it’s a home for 
everybody and whenever one of 
them is in trouble they come here. 
“It’s our house, not my house.” 


MP wants 
action on 
derelict 
property 

AN MP has taken the battle 
to revamp derelict and 
boarded-up shops in parts of 
Cradley to the Commons. 

Margot James is support¬ 
ing the Cradley Action 
Group’s campaign for the 
town to be given a facelift. 

It is calling for old empty 
shops in the Colley Gate and 
Windmill Hill areas to be 
demolished. 

Ms James, MP for Stour¬ 
bridge, has vowed to work 
with the council to see what 
action can be taken. 

During a Commons 
debate she asked Local Gov¬ 
ernment Minister Don 
Foster what support was 
available to councils. 

Authorities are calling for 
help to ensure landlords’ 
properties are kept in an 
acceptable standard to make 
it easier for them to be 
brought back into use. 

She said: “High Street 
premises in the Cradley part 
of my constituency have 
been allowed to fall in to a 
very poor state of repair 
which is not conducive to 
their being brought back 
into use.” 

Mr Foster praised her 
work with the group, adding 
he hoped changes to rules on 
alterations would help.

Supporters 
should meet at The Laurels 
Club, formerly Cradley Con¬ 
servative Club, at 10am.

Church trumpets joy after its £45k revamp 


THE £45,000 revamp of a chapel in 
Coseley is almost complete, as plans 
are drawn up for a dedication service. 

Finishing touches are being put to 
Sodom Chapel, Upper Ettingshall 
Road. Rotten windows have been 
stripped and replaced and the building 
has been rendered with ceilings taken 
down and walls plastered. 

Work began in April after the chapel 
secured £24,500 funding from landfill 
tax trust, Ibstock Cory Environmental 
Mrs uwen laaaa, ine cnurcn s oiaesi memDer ax y/, ana Trust (ICET). 

Bethany Poole, of Coseley Comets marching band, with Treasurer Margaret Thomas said: 
the Rev John Barrett and senior steward Mrs Audrey Ujma “We were very pleased that ICET could 



see how important the chapel was to 
the local community. 

“We asked them for £24,500 to make 
all the repairs necessary and they 
quickly came back to us to tell us we 
could have the funds and could start 
repairing the chapel we love. 

“We found that the work we needed 
to do was quite extensive and in the 
end cost £45,000, but we were grateful 
for donations from the chapel’s congre¬ 
gation, fundraising and church funds 
to be able to complete the work. 

“The final touches are now being 
made with the laying of new carpet and 


then we will have a dedication service 
to celebrate the transformation of this 
church that once again looks 
refreshed, friendly and welcoming.” 

It was built in 1850 and nicknamed 
Sodom Chapel because of the bad rep¬ 
utation the area used to have. It is now 
used by groups and associations, 
including mother and toddlers, band 
practice and a community cafe. 

Angela Haymonds, secretary of 
ICET said: “This chapel has a fascinat¬ 
ing history of providing a focal point for 
the community, trustees were very 
pleased to fund the repairs.” 


Animal ban for couple who 
sold ill bulldog on Facebook 


A COUPLE have been banned from keeping animals for 10 years after 
showing a ‘callous disregard’ for their ill British bulldog - which they 
sold on Facebook after failing to take it to a vet for treatment. 

Joseph Salter and Cally Ricard, from Brierley Hill did not seek veterinary 
treatment for pet despite its fast deteriorating health while in their care, instead 
selling it for £80 after posting an advert on the social networking site. 


The pair, who have now split up, had to 
help drag the six-year-old dog, called Molly, 
into the back of the buyers Joanne Bennett, 
of Halesoowen, and Natalie Morris’ car - and 
would not give over the ill dog until the cash 
was handed over. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard last week 
Salter showed the buyers into the back 
garden where the animal was lying on a dirty 
dog bed, which was soaking and mouldy. 

The dog was suffering from a life-threat¬ 
ening uterine condition called pyometra, 
and would have died if Mrs Bennett and Mrs 
Morris did not pass it onto the RSPCA, 
according to the animal charity. 

Salter, aged 22, of Lakeside Court, and 
Ricard, 23, of Woods Crescent, appeared for 
sentencing after both pleading guilty to 
failing to getting veterinary care for the dog 
and failing in their duty as owners. 

Mr John Fellows, chairman of the bench, 
disqualified the pair from keeping, looking 
after and owning any animal for 10 years 
each. 

Attention 

He also ordered them to pay £500 each 
toward a £4,761 bill from veterinary and 
court costs. They were also told to carry out 
150 hours of unpaid work each. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting, said: “These 
two people showed a callous disregard to the 
welfare of an animal. 

“In this case they have not provided the 
dog with necessary veterinary treatment, 
then they attempted to sell it on top of that. ” 

Mr Sutton told the court how the dog was 
brought to the attention of the RSPCA in 
February last year after Mrs Bennett and 
Mrs Morris saw a Facebook advert posted by 
the pair. 

He said the two women, after seeing the 
condition the dog was in and where it was 
being kept, refused to leave without it and 
paid the cash to take it home. 

But after feeding the dog and letting it rest 
overnight, the women noticed no improve¬ 
ment and took it to the RSPCA, where it 
made a full recovery. 

Mr Sutton said: “Had it not been for the 
action of the two women to put their hands

in their pockets and take the dog away it 
would have been dead - there is no shadow 
of a doubt about that.” 

Mr Sutton said: “This couple did not care 
for the dog’s illness - they did nothing when 
it was blindingly obvious they should have 
done something.” 

When the women were shown into the 
couple’s house, they described finding the 
dog on a cushion in the back garden with a 
milky liquid coming from its body. 

It hardly moved as they approached. Mr 
Sutton said: “The women described the dog 
as lethargic. They also couldn’t believe how 
thin it was. 

“The situation caused so much distress to 
the women that one of them cried. 

“They were determined to take the dog 
away from the address - but the defendant 
wouldn’t release the animal until they paid 
the price for it. 

“On taking the dog, it cowered down as 
they approached and the women needed the 
assistance of the defendants to put it into 
the back of the car.” 

Mr William Harrison, defending the 
former couple, said, although the dog 
should have been given veterinary care, its 
health had quickly deteriorated. 

Afford 

The couple, who said in interview they 
could not afford to take the dog to the vets, 
had inherited the pet from their landlord in 
December 2011. 

After sentencing the couple, Mr Fellows 
said: “We commend the good citizenship of 
the two ladies who reported the matter to 
the RSPCA. 

After the case, Mrs Bennett, aged 43, 
said: “This was a really great result. 

“They may have thought they got away 
with it, but we weren’t going to give up - I’d 
do that 100 times over if in the same posi¬ 
tion again.” 

Mrs Bennett said Molly had now fully 
recovered and was being looked after by Mrs 
Morris, aged 45.

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Members 
of family 
attacked 
teenager 

THREE members of a fam¬ 
ily have been found guilty of 
savagely attacking a 16- 
year-old boy, after accusing 
him of throwing stones at 
their home. 

Gareth Attwood, 21, and 
Andrew Attwood, 46, of Fens 
Crescent, and Aaron Att¬ 
wood, 23, of Westwood 
Street, all Brierley Hill, will 
be sentenced this month 
after being convicted of 
wounding. 

The jury at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard they 
attacked the teenager and 
his friend, 19, at Fens Pool 
Nature Reserve, in Pen- 
snett, on July 15 last year. 

They had fled there after 
being chased by the Att- 
woods, who accused them of 
throwing stones at the Fens 
Crescent family home. 

The 16-year-old, of King- 
swinford, was left uncon¬ 
scious after being held down 
and battered with bricks, 
sticks and a baseball bat. 

His jaw and a finger were 
broken and a tooth was 
knocked out. His back and 
arm were severely bruised. 
His friend suffered non- 
serious injuries to his legs. 

Dc John Horrobin said: 
“Thanks to the bravery of 
the two teenagers and other 
witnesses, Gareth and 
Aaron Attwood, along with 
their father Andrew, were 
identified as the attackers.” 
Gareth and Aaron Attwood 
were remanded in custody. 

Andrew Attwood was 
released on bail. 


Red is dead as number's up 
for the iconic phone kiosks

THE age of the mobile has set the 
seal of doom on another 50 old- 
fashioned telephone kiosks 
around the West Midlands, as BT 
plans to cut them off for good. 

But a handful of iconic red phone boxes in 
the Black Country will escape the axe - 
because they are classed by English Her¬ 
itage as ‘listed buildings’. 

They will continue to be a beacon of days 
gone by, when most people relied on them to 
keep in touch before the days of mobiles, the 
internet, Facebook, Twitter and Skype. 

Nationally BT has removed 33,000 kiosks 
from the ‘street furniture’ in towns and vil¬ 
lages over the last decade because mass use 
of mobile phones has made them obsolete. 

And now 1,000 more are to be removed 
across the country, including 50 in the West 
Midlands. BT has not yet decided which of 
its 1,746 kiosks across the region will disap¬ 
pear - but 12 red phone boxes in the Black 
Country and Birmingham will be safe 
because of their ‘listed’ status. 

Listed 

These include two outside the old County 
Court in Hagley Road, Stourbridge, which 
were first ‘listed’ in 1989, and two next to 
the Town Hall in West Bromwich. 

They are of the ‘K6’ variety, designed by 
Sir Giles Gilbert Scott in 1935 for the silver 
jubilee of King George V 

The model became a symbol of Britain the 
world over and was adopted by colonies such 
as Malta, Bermuda and Gibraltar. 

Not that you would know the Stourbridge 
ones were considered precious - they are 
currently looking down-at-heel with 
missing panes of glass. 

But after their condition was reported to 
BT by the Chronicle’s sister paper, the 


Express & Star, they are now set for repairs. 

David Hickman, who was Stourbridge’s 
librarian for 32 years and is secretary of the 
town’s Historical Society, said: “The K6 red 
phone boxes were certainly part of my life. 

“These two by the county court were just 
along the road from the old Stourbridge 
Library - and it’s right that we keep them. 

“I also support them being maintained - 
they shouldn’t be allowed to disintegrate.” 

Mr Hickman, aged 66, who confesses even 
he has moved into the ‘mobile’ age, added: “I 
do understand that gradually there is less 
call for phone boxes. But it’s important to 
retain some of them - they are part of our 


heritage.” BT spokesman Emma Tennant 
said: “Over 12,000 payphones make less 
than one call per month - over 70 per cent 
are unprofitable. BT has removed 33,000 
kiosks over the last decade. 

“We plan to remove 1,000 more across the 
UK of which around 50 are likely to be in the 
West Midlands. Some will have already been 
removed. 

“Due to the huge reduction in payphone 
use, alongside the massive rise in mobile 
phones, BT is able to remove any kiosk that 
has another one within 400 metres. If there 
is no other kiosk within 400 metres we need 
to consult with the local authority.” She 


added that 81 K6 red phone boxes remain in 
the West Midlands and pledged action would 
now be taken to repair the damaged Stour¬ 
bridge kiosks as soon as possible. 

In Belbroughton, near Stourbridge, vil¬ 
lagers came up with the novel idea of adopt¬ 
ing their High Street phone kiosk - and 
turning it into one of the smallest libraries 
in the world. Called the Belbroughton Book 
Exchange, villagers keep it stocked up. 

A redundant box in Banner Street, Hale¬ 
sowen, was given a facelift and used for a 
short time as an art gallery hosting an exhi- 
bitionof paintings, photographs and sculp¬ 
tures.

TA to the soldiers who 


back up regular Army 


Abby Plant combines her TA role with a financial job near Wolverhampton

reservists who combine their 
duties with a full-time job 


THEY are the weekend warriors 
training to back up Britain’s mil¬ 
itary. 

They hold down full time jobs and 
spend their evenings and many of their 
weekends training all over the country to 
handle harsh terrain and the pressure of 
being under fire. 

One of the Territorial Army reservists, 
Abby Plant works in finance for environ¬ 
mental consultancy Adas in Pendeford. 
The 24-year-old from Codsall spends her 
weekdays in an office but on Saturdays 
gets up at 5am, dresses in camouflage 
gear and carries a heavy rucksack to run 
up and down hills in Surrey. 

This week she takes her exams as part 
of her accounting technician diploma. 

At the weekend Gunner Plant of 106 
(Yeomanry) Regiment Royal Artillery 
may have to carry a backpack weighing 
20kg (441b) six miles within 90 minutes, 
sleep out in the open in Salisbury or drive 
Land Rovers the way they were built to 
be driven - off road. 

Physically 

Former Codsall High School pupil 
Gunner Plant, of Bromley Gardens, said: 
“It’s an exciting life. It’s exhausting and 
it can take it out of you, but you always 
feel that you’ve accomplished something. 

“I wasn’t particularly physically fit 
when I joined but I thought if I don’t do 
this now I’ll keep putting it off,” she 
added. 

Now she is at the gym two or three 
times a week and is part of a running club 
with her fellow soldiers. 

She walks the several miles to work 
each morning and then runs home in the 
evening. 

Over the past decade the Territorial 
Army has deployed 26,000 reservists 


including 22,000 to Iraq and Afghan¬ 
istan. A tour of duty lasts six months 
but follows three months of full time, 
intensive training. In that time 30 have 
been killed. 

The Army is reducing the number of 
regular Army soldiers from 102,000 
down to 82,000. Some serving soldiers 
are being put on notice that they are 
facing redundancy and the government 
is prepared to spend £1.8 billion to 
expand the TA to fill the void. 

As well as the weekend commitments 
there is the prospect that one day Abby 
will find herself overseas alongside 


regular army soldiers. Her parents 
Nick, aged 53 and Vicky, 51, understand 
what the role involves, as does her 
employer. However, there are legal pro¬ 
tections that ensure a job is kept open 
for any TA soldier who goes on a tour. 

When the Army needs Territorial sol¬ 
diers, it goes through a process called 
mobilisation. Territorials are only called 
up if the army needs them. 

They or their employers can object if 
it would seriously affect their lives or 
work. 

Abby joined the TA two and a half 
years ago on the same day as Ross 


Grosvenor from Walsall. Gunner 
Grosvenor, aged 21, works as a service 
adviser at the Brindley Nissan garage in 
Delta Way, Cannock. 

He lives with his parents Simon, 51 - 
who also served in the TA with the 
Staffordshire Regiment - and Lynn, 53, 
in Pelsall. He has a sister, Zoe, aged 17. 

On Tuesdays he finishes his 8am to 
6pm shift, polishes off a sandwich or 
microwaveable ready meal and heads off 
to The TA site in Fallings Park, Wolver¬ 
hampton where he is with the Air 
Defence Unit of 106 Regiment Royal 
Artillery. “I’d always had an ambition to 
be a pilot”, he said. 

“After I left Queen Mary’s Grammar 
School in Walsall I applied to the Royal 
Air Force. But when I got to Cranwell 
they said I lacked life experience by 
wanting to join straight from school. 

“I joined the TA and following 12 
months of training passed out in January 
last year. 

“On Tuesdays we will do any sort of 
training from first aid to vehicle checks 
and weapon handling skills,” he added. 

Weekends 

“Sometimes we will devote a whole 
session to fitness assessments, including 
how many press ups we can do. I’m on 
the regiment shooting team which goes 
away on competitions to places like the 
Salisbury Plains. 

“Going away with the TA takes place 
one or two weekends a month,” Gunner 
Grosvenor said. “We also do a one to two 
week camp every year. I’m allowed to 
take the time off from work unpaid.” 

His colleague Gunner Steve McHugh, 
aged 23, has been with the TA for five 
years. He works at the Co-Op petrol 
station in Wombourne. 

His work with the TA saw him spend 
three months in London during the 
Olympics, supporting the regular army 
and seeing the Paralympics opening cer¬ 
emony. He said: “For me it’s a social life 
as well as work.”

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Nine held during police 
crackdown on criminals

NINE arrests have been made 
in Dudley during a police 
crackdown on vehicle crime. 

The men were arrested as part of 
Operation Intrusive, a borough-wide 
crackdown on offenders. 

Those arrested were aged between 
17 and 39 and were caught by police 
operating in Brierley Hill, Wollescote, 
Halesowen and Quarry Bank. 

They where charged with offences 
ranging from theft of motorbikes to 
vehicle interference. 

Eight motorbikes were also recov¬ 
ered by officers during the operation, 
with two men on police bail pending 
further enquiries. 

Priority 

Sgt Craig Ryder, who is in charge of 
Operation Intrusive across Dudley, 
said: “Our number one priority at this 
time is to reduce vehicle crime through 
the identification and arrest of those 
suspected of committing offences. 

“This is an ongoing operation and I 
want to reassure the public officers are 
working hard to ensure Dudley 
remains one of the safest place to live, 
work and play across the West Mid¬ 
lands - more arrests will come in 
time.” 

Officers have also applied for Crimi¬ 
nal Anti-Social Behaviour Orders to be 
issued against two of those arrested. 

Anyone with information on those 
involved in crime should call police on 
101 or independent crime fighting 
charity Crimestoppers anonymously 
on 0800 555111. 

Meanwhile a crackdown on speeding 
motorists has been launched by police 
- including a stretch of road that was 
the scene of a fatal crash. 

Police are carrying out regular speed 
checks along ‘hotspot’ routes to raise 
awareness of speed limits and to catch 
drivers who break the law.

by concerns from communities across 
the borough which marked out speed¬ 
ing as the top priority for their police. 

One area identified is Manor Way, 
Halesowen - a 40mph stretch of dual 
carriageway from the M5 to Grange 
Island roundabout. 

Residents claim too many motorists 
are speeding, causing a danger to 
people turning on and off the road from 
businesses and Halesowen Athletics 
Club. 

The safety risk of the road was high¬ 
lighted last month when 32-year-old 
motorcyclist Nick Foster died after 
coming off his bike. Sgt Martin Hall 


carried out one of his regular checks on 
the road with Peso Dan Giles and Pc 
Mick Jennings. They watched traffic 
coming from the motorway side and 
were positioned on a lay-by next to 
Grange Island roundabout. 

One of them used a laser gun to take 
speeds of vehicles, while the other two 
prepared to pull over any motorist 
breaking the speed limit. 

In the 30-minute test, the trio pulled 
over just one vehicle, but Pc Jennings 
said he believed their work was having 
an impact. A 31-year-old man who was 
driving an Audi at 53mph was given a 
warning by Sgt Hall.

Fizzing fun for Tizer's 
one big happy family 


IT could be a cold job, 
working at the Tizer factory 
in Wednesbury, recalls 
Pearl Goode. 

“To stop the tops from flying off, 
you had to dip the bottles of Tizer 
into a bowl of warm water while you 
put the cap on,” she recalls. 

“In the cold weather we used to 
hold our hands down in the bottle 
for a bit to keep warm.” 

But while it might have got a bit 
parky in the winter, 70-year-old 
Pearl recalls it as one of the happi¬ 
est times of her life. 

“We were like on big happy 
family,” she says. 

Indeed family was very much the 
operative word for Pearl, who went 
to work at the plant around 1960. 

Her mother, her sister, her 
cousin - around a dozen of her rela¬ 
tives worked at the factory in Friar 
Park Road, and she says there used 
to be a real bond. 

“It was the same throughout,

there were lots of families who all 
worked together,” says Pearl, who 
operated the machines on the pro¬ 
duction lines. 

“I think my mum Mary Wilkes 
started work there about 1950, and 
my cousin June Newell was also 
working there when I joined. 

“My uncle Jack Vincent, he was a 
driver, then there was another 
cousin, Geoffrey Tilly.” 

Pearl recently discovered these 
photographs while searching 
through some family belongings. 
Thought to have been taken during 
the 1950s and 1960s, they show a 
happy, contented workforce. 

“They went on a few coach trips, 
and they went to dances at the 
Stewponey Hotel, near Kinver, 
when they wanted a weekend away. 

“There was a great mix of people, 
and we all got on well. There were 
youngsters like me, but there were 
also a lot of older people,” says 


Pearl, who lives in Freeman Road. 
She isn’t in any of the photographs, 
but her mother, cousin and several 
other family members are. 

Her son Rob Goode is hoping that 
other people will get in touch. 

Tizer was founded in 1924 by 
Fred Pickup, of Manchester, and 
was originally known as Pickup’s 
Appetizer. 

As its popularity grew, the name 
was abbreviated to the snappier 
Tizer, and a number of plants began 
to spring up across the UK, includ¬ 
ing the one at Wednesbury. 

In 1972 the company was taken 
over Scottish soft drinks giant A G 
Barr. Production ceased at Friar 
Park years ago, but there is still a 
sales operation on the site. 

Pearl says while she loved her 
time at the plant, she could not 
imagine many of today’s young¬ 
sters would want to work in such an 
environment. 

“It was hard work, and the pay 
wasn’t great, but we had fun.”

£l20k A&E times fine looms 


DUDLEY’S Ftussells Hall may 
have to pay a penalty of more 
than £120,000 as hospitals in 
the region face fines of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands for failing 
to accept patients at emer¬ 
gency departments soon 
enough. 

Rules introduced in April mean hos¬ 
pital trusts can be fined £200 every 
time they take between 30 and 60 
minutes for a patient to be handed over 
to A&E after their arrival by ambu¬ 


lance. The fines, levied by local clinical 
commissioning groups, reach £1,000 if 
the wait is more than 60 minutes, as 
was the case with 91 ambulances in the 
Black Country and Stafford in April. 

Hospitals in the region, including 
Walsall Manor, Stafford, Sandwell, 
Dudley’s Russells Hall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s New Cross, Worcestershire 
Royal, Birmingham Children’s and 
Queen Elizabeth, are responsible for 
£429,000 of these. In the whole of the 
wider West Midlands region, hospitals 
are facing fines of £1.35 million. 

Russells Hall could be fined 


£128,800 for 379 handovers that took 
30 to 60 minutes and 53 handovers of 
more than one hour. 

Paula Clark, chief executive for The 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, 
said the hospital had not yet been fined 
but the trust is in talks with Dudley 
Clinical Commissioning Group and 
ambulance bosses. 

Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
faces a £4,000 fine, while Queen Eliza¬ 
beth could be fined £97,000. The worst 
performer in the West Midlands was 
Birmingham’s Heartlands Hospital, 
which faces a £219,200 fine.

Autumn date 
for new ward

“We will be sharing more of 
our plans for developments 
at the site as soon as they are 
finalised.” 


Old quarry site earmarked 
for homes and waste plant

IT operated as a quarry for more 
than 100 years before being used 
as a landfill site. 

Now ambitious multi-million pound plans 
have been unveiled which will transform 
the old Edwin Richards Quarry, creating 
jobs and then new homes. 

The new housing and a waste treatment 
plant are planned for the site in Rowley 
Regis. 

The site in Portway Road is now co-owned 
by Lafarge Tarmac, Hanson and FCC Envi¬ 
ronment, which are joining forces to regen¬ 
erate the site in a project set to span 30 
years. The walls have already created a 
blank canvas for graffiti artists. 

The site operated as a quarry for more 
than 100 years until work stopped in 2008 
when it ran out of stone. It was then used for 
landfill for domestic and commercial waste. 

Development plans will see a treatment 
plant which is required to process materials 
to fill the empty quarry space. 

Restoration 

It is proposed that materials, such as soil 
and rubble are processed at a building which 
currently stands on the site. 

The processing includes soil washing and 
removing metal from broken rubble. Once 
the quarry hole is filled, housing will be built 
on the edge of the site. 

It is not at present proposed to build 
directly on top of the old quarry. 

The treatment plant will create 20 perma¬ 
nent jobs during its operational phase. Con¬ 
struction jobs will also be created. 

Spokesman Steve Sanders said the com¬ 
plete restoration would take between 25 and 
30 years to complete and the views of resi¬ 
dents were being sought. 

He said: “Part of the restoration process is 
consulting with people on how they want 
the restoration to help them shape the 


restoration. “Part of that will include 
opening significant parts of the site to 
restoring. 

“It cannot just be left as it is. It is a former 
quarry, it needs managing and parts of it are 
dangerous. If people wander on to the 
quarry face it is a dangerous place to be. 

It needs to be restored and a significant 
part of the restoration is being open to the 
public.” 

FCC Environment hopes to submit a 
planning application to Sandwell Council 
before the end of the year outlining the 
restoration and timeframe. 

“With the application that we are going to 


make at the end of the year to Sandwell 
Council, part of it is going to be about the 
detail and the restoration side and part of it 
will be an outline looking at the potential to 
create some residential at the fringes of the 
site because the site is so big,” Mr Sanders 
said. 

“That residential part alone would be a 
multi million pound development, it is really 
difficult to say what the cost would be.” 

Mr Sanders added that the planning 
application will also set out a definitive 
timescale for what will be happening at the 
site. 

“That is another key thing - if I was living 


in Rowley Regis I would want to know what 
was happening and when it was going to 
happen,” he said. 

“In terms of the process, we are undertak¬ 
ing all the works that are required to get our 
lanning application together and that will 
e done during the summer and autumn. 

“We are then going to bring our plans 
back with another exhibition which will 
take place in early November and we will 
then seek their views on what we are going 
to propose to the council before we put the 
application in.”

People to have say over 
tax cuts for vulnerable 


Deacons head for parishes 



Newly ordained - the Revs Bridget Woodall and Tom Fish 


AN EX-SOCIAL worker and a 
former agnostic will be serving in 
parishes in Dudley and Stourbridge 
after they were ordained. 

The Rev Bridget Woodall and the 
Rev Tom Fish were made deacons at 
a ceremony at Worcester Cathedral 
and will enter their first year of 
training as curates. 

Miss Woodall, aged 47, who was 
born in Yorkshire, will move to 
Quarry Bank from St John’s College 
in Nottingham. 

Before training for ordination, she 
spent 20 years working for social 
services and then for The Children’s 
Society, before becoming a fundrais¬ 
ing manager for the charity. 

She said: “In my job fundraising 


for the Children’s Society, I was 
invited to visit and speak at many 
local parish churches. 

“It was during this time that I 
began to feel called to full-time 
ordained ministry. 

“I am looking forward to explor¬ 
ing a new part of the country and 
serving the people in Quarry Bank 
as I start my role as assistant 
curate.” 

Mr Fish rejected Christianity at 
the age of 17, but four years later he 
had a conversion. He will serve at 
Christ Church in Lye. 

He said: “I am passionate about 
the local church and long for it to be 
a place where people can come as 
they really are.” 


RESIDENTS of Dudley are being 
consulted on proposals for how 
much council tax bills are 
reduced for vulnerable people 
and low-income families. 

Dudley Council is seeking views on three 
options for the reduction offered to taxpay¬ 
ers in the borough. 

The choices are a 20 per cent, an 8.5 per 
cent or no reduction at all. 

The council’s cabinet have formally rec¬ 
ommended 8.5 per cent as the preferred 
option but no decision will be taken until 
after the public consultation. 

The council grants around £24 million in 
council tax reductions to around 33,500 
households as part of its scheme and 
receives around 90 per cent of this back 
from the Government. 

The reduction works out to an average 
£13.54 per week or £704 per year. 

Chiefs will now be asking the public 
whether it should be reducing the £2.4 
million contribution from it’s own funds 
that is helping to protect vulnerable fami¬ 
lies from increases in their council tax bills. 

It follows the Government’s changes to 
the welfare benefits system. 

Cabinet member for finance, Councillor 
Pete Lowe said: “As local government 
finance continues to be under severe pres¬ 
sure, and as a result of our Big Question 
consultation exercise we remain fully com¬ 
mitted to listening to the views of our resi¬ 
dents.” 

The consultation will start next month 
and a decision will follow later this year.

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Brothers buck the jobs-loss trend as 
they gamble with investment of £50k 





Directors Martin and Alan Humphries - pre¬ 
pared to take gamble on expansion 


TWO businessmen have vowed to 
tackle the decline in manufacturing 
head-on by investing thousands of 
pounds in their family-run firm. 

Maple in Netherton, which specialises in tool 
hire and workwear, has opened a new show¬ 
room and taken on extra staff. 

But the news from another part of the town 
was bleak with the potential loss of up to 90 jobs 
with a firm preparing to concentrate its opera- 
ton overseas. 

Control Equipment which manufactures fire 
alarm panels and other detection devices, could 
close its site in Cinder Bank, next March, if the 
proposals are agreed. Bosses plan to shut the 
site and concentrate manufacturing at its base 
in Rajeko in the Czech Republic. 

The decision was met with dismay by Nether¬ 
ton councillor Qadar Zada. The firm, which 
employs 90 people, is owned by Tyco Fire Pro¬ 


tection Products which says the proposals 
follow a review of its fire detection manufactur¬ 
ing sites. 

The firm said it hoped to ‘avoid making 
redundancies’ and would look to re-deploy 
workers in other roles where possible. 

A full consultation is due to take place. 

A spokesman said: “Our manufacturing 
operation in Rajeko is a modern, ‘world-class’, 
manufacturing facility with production capabil¬ 
ities that are easily scalable and is one of our 
manufacturing ‘Centres of Excellence’. 

“If these proposals proceed, transfer of the 
production activities to Rajeko would com¬ 
mence over a transitional period which would 
result in the closure of the Dudley site on March 
31.” 

Councillor Zada said: “I’m extremely disap¬ 
pointed that the firm has made the decision to 
look at closing the site. We need as many 
employers in the borough as possible in the 


current climate with so many people out of 
work. And now there could more people looking 
for jobs. Manufacturing is struggling but every 
company makes a difference. ” 

Menawhile, brothers and directors Martin 
and Alan Humphries, aged 42 and 39, have 
spent the past year expanding the retail side of 
Maples, which has been running for more than 
30 years. They have pumped £50,000 into creat¬ 
ing the showroom and have built a new storage 
area. There is a shop next door for tool hire. 

The firm, which also prints and embroiders 
workwear at its Chapel Street site, has taken on 
two extra staff, bringing the total to 12. 

Martin, who along with his brother took over 
the business from their father Les, said: “Man¬ 
ufacturing is dwindling. It’s the toughest I’ve 
known it. We’ve gone against the trend by 
expanding at a time when many other firms are 
folding. It’s a big gamble but we didn’t want to 
just accept these tough times.”

THE Mayor of Dudley is taking part in a 10- 
kilometre race for charity. 

Councillor Alan Finch, other councillors 
and Dudley Council staff, will join hundreds 
of runners in The Great Black Country Road 
Run through Halesowen. 

The group, running as part of the 
council’s Team DB, will be raising money for 
the mayor’s charities and other good causes 
on September 22. 

Race organisers the Rotary Club of Hale¬ 
sowen and Rowley Regis, have agreed for 
the mayor’s chosen charities to be the fifth 
official charity on the day alongside the Air 
Ambulance, Macmillan Cancer Support, 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital and Sun- 
field Children’s Home, Clent. 

Hundreds of people competed in the inau¬ 
gural run last year, raising more than 
£ 6 , 000 .

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Nightmare boy racers are caught in 
speed crackdown after complaints 

BOY racers tearing along a busy dual 
carriageway between Stourbridge 
and Halesowen are causing ‘a living 
nightmare’ for residents and busi¬ 
nesses. 

But dozens of them were caught after officers 
set up speed checks following complaints. 

More than 40 of the young drivers were caught 
speeding in one meeting after police responded to 
reports about vehicles causing nuisance in the car 
parks of Premier Inn and The Badgers Sett pub 
off the A456. 

Sharon Henderson, team leader at The 
Badgers Sett, in Stourbridge, said: “They treat 


the road like a game - tearing out of the car park 
on the road at high speeds without even looking. 

“We try and stop them coming on the car park, 
but without enough staff it is not wise to go out 
there - it’s a living nightmare.” 

She added: “I have been here for 10 years and 
it’s been going on for as long as I remember. 

Problems 

“They come along in the late evening, congre¬ 
gate and then screech around before going onto 
the road.” 

West Mercia Police spokesman Lynne Masters 
said officers were last called to the stretch of road 
last Sunday at about 8.30pm. It followed reports 


from a nearby business of 30 vehicles in a road 
layby. She said: “Police found about 40 of them 
speeding.” 

Pc Tim Burling said: “We do hear of problems 
of boy racers and we do respond to it. “It’s often 
something which comes and goes, but we are 
aware it is not nice for people who live nearby.” 

Last week West Mercia Police set up speed 
checkpoints on rural roads where the speed limit 
is 30mph in Clent, Belbroughton and Hagley to 
raise awareness . 

While West Midlands Police has been carrying 
out checks on the A456 Manor Way dual carriage¬ 
way, in Halesowen, from the M5 at junction three 
to the Grange Road island.

OPENING hours at a police 
station in the Black Country could 
be cut under new plans. 

Police chiefs are looking at scaling down 
the opening hours of Old Hill Police Station 
from 10am-6pm to 10am-2pm. 

They say the station is under-used and 
the move will free up officers to patrol the 
streets. 

South Sandwell Police Insp Ian Massey 
said at present there is an operational 
officer sitting in the Halesowen Road police 
station for eight hours a day. 

However, if that is cut to four hours then 
the officer would spend the rest of the shift 
on the beat. It comes after monitoring of 
visitor numbers revealed, on average, just 
one or two residents visit the station on a 
daily basis. 

“We don’t want to close the facility alto¬ 
gether,” he said. 

“We have noticed we have very few visi¬ 
tors to Old Hill police station at certain 
times of the day. As a result we are consider¬ 
ing options on the best way of staffing the 
front office and providing an effective 
service to the public. We are in the process 
of consulting local councillors and the 
public to gauge feedback before any decision 
is made.” 

Approved 

Insp Massey said the proposals were only 
in the early stages and a date for implemen¬ 
tation - if the proposals are approved - was 
not yet known. 

If the changes go ahead anyone who goes 
to the station when it is closed would still be 
able to use an intercom service to speak to 
the police control centre. 

They would either then send an immedi¬ 
ate response for an emergency, or arrange 
an appointment for the resident. 

Insp Massey added: “I think the commu¬ 
nity get a great deal of reassurance from 
having the station there.” 

Rowley Regis ward Councillor Barbara 
Price has been consulted on the proposals 
and supports the plans.

Building work ready to 
start on £4m fire base

WORK on the £4 million com¬ 
munity fire station for Cradley 
Heath and Halesowen will 
start later this month. 

It will stand on a 1.1 acre site next to 
Haden Hill leisure centre facing the 
Halesowen Road and Barrs Road junc¬ 
tion. 

Works is expected to take around 40 
weeks and the building will be fully 
operational by April. 

It has been designed by architects 
and consultants Savills, whicj will 
manage its delivery 

Building contractors, Walsall-based 
Bullock Construction Ltd, will employ 
a number of young people from local 
construction colleges on the project as 
part of the deal. 

The station will be a base for 44 fire¬ 
fighters and a fire engine. It will have 
three vehicle bays, with a new brigade 


response vehicle expected to be housed 
there from 2015. 

A West Midlands Ambulance Service 
vehicle and crew will also start and end 
their duties from the site. 

Fire crews who will be based there 
have designed a range of training facil¬ 
ities. 

Power 

Behind the station there will also be 
a purpose-designed area where the 
firefighters can practise skills they 
need to respond to road traffic colli¬ 
sions, complete with removable street 
‘furniture’ such as bollards and lamp- 
posts. 

The main building will also include 
facilities for use by the community, 
built-in educational features to help 
teach visitors about fire and electrical 
safety, an eco-friendly ‘green’ roof, 
complete with power-generating pho¬ 


tovoltaic cells and a kitchen, mess 
room and gym for firefighters. 

Councillor John Edwards, chair of 
West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
Authority, said: “We are keeping our 
promise to people in Halesowen and 
Cradley Heath to provide a brand new 
fire station, and to meet our five- 
minute target response time for life- 
threatening incidents. 

“We are also delivering on our pledge 
to direct our rapidly reducing budget 
towards our front line. Fire authority 
priorities are all about stations, crews, 
equipment and prevention. 

“This is how we will meet our aim of 
making West Midlands safer.” 

Assistant chief fire officer Phil Hales 
added: “The building clearly demon¬ 
strates our commitment to the local 
area, and we hope that people will 
make full use of its community facili¬ 
ties.”

D ark skies, brooding atmosphere, 
mystery and people in peril... 
We could be talking about 
Scandinavian noir, that breed of 
programmes that has taken British TV 
by storm over the past four years, or 
even Channel 4’s moody French 
import, The Returned. 

But no, we’re describing New 
Zealand’s attempt to get in on the 
broody drama act. 

Top of the Lake has been co-written 
and co-directed by acclaimed Kiwi 
film-maker Jane Campion, whose 
previous work includes The Piano (for 
which she won a Best Screenplay 
Oscar, as well as the Palme d’Or), 

The Portrait of a Lady and Bright Star. 

However, there is an international 
feel about the production, thanks to the 
presence in the cast of Americans 
Elisabeth Moss and Holly Hunter 
(who’s reunited with Campion here for 
the first time since winning a Best 
Actress Academy Award for her 
performance in The Piano), Australians 
David Wenham and Thomas M Wright, 
and Scotsman Peter Mullan. 


down in the lead role after becoming 
used to watching her as the 
immaculately attired secretary-turned- 
copywriter Peggy Olson. The actress 
could hardly believe her luck when the 
script of Top of the Lake landed in her 
lap. 

“I’ve always been a huge fan of 
Jane Campion, she does such 
incredible work, so many different 
kinds of things, but they always have 
her own sensibility about them,” says 
Moss. “She is the epitome of the 
actor’s director so getting the 
opportunity to learn from her and be 
challenged by her has been such an 
incredible part of this experience.” 

Moss plays Detective Robin Griffin, 
a child protection officer, who’s 
recently returned to her home town to 
nurse her ailing mother. 

When pregnant 12-year-old local girl 
Tui Mitcham is rescued from a frozen 
lake, it’s Robin who’s called in to take 
care of her case. Her investigation 
uncovers disturbing facts about the 
locals - not to mention aspects of her 
own life she’d rather forget. 

“Robin is one of those incredible 
female roles that are really rare where 


you have a character who is strong 
and feminine, who has a lot to do and 
who has an incredible emotional 
journey,” explains Moss. 

“Jane understands the complexities 
of people, and she obviously has a gift 
for female characters that have those 
complexities, showing that they’re not 
always right, they’re not always wrong, 
they’re not always beautiful - they’re 
often ugly, they’re not always strong 
but they’re incredibly powerful. So for 
me it’s sort of a dream role and it’s 
very different from anything I’ve ever 
done.” 

So, why should we tune in? 

‘The story becomes Robin’s search 
for herself as she’s also diving into her 
own past that she’s been running 
away from,” claims Moss. “It’s a 
detective story, it’s a mystery, it has all 
these elements about it that are sort 
of tried and true. 

“But what makes it different is it’s 
got the Jane Campion touch. So 
everything is just a lot darker, a lot 
stranger, a lot more complicated than 
that.”

New styling to update

on his contract, we consider him to 
be a Villa player and expect that he 
will be with us for the 2013-14 
season. 

“Having received his transfer 
request, we have also informed him 
that should we receive an offer 
within an appropriate timeframe 
during pre-season which meets our 
valuation we would act upon it. But 
he will remain a Villa player should 
this not happen.”
